load of dynamite at Jellico, on the 
Kentucky state line, CG miles north, 
exploded this morning, while beinsc 
switched near the 
Louisville 
and 


Nashville depot. The report was ter- 
rific. 
The entire business section of 


the town was damaged 
the amount 


being estimated at $1,000,000. Many 
business houses were totally destroy- 
ed and others were badly 
wrecked. 


The details are difficult to secure, but 
15 are known to be dead and prob- 
ably 100 are injured, most of the lat- 
ter slightly. A special train has been 
sent from here with doctors, railroad 
officials and others. Every warehouse 
in Jellico along the railroad was to- 
tally destroyed, 
and nearly every 


store in town was either blown to 
pieces or badly damaged. 
The en- 


tire third floor of the Carmarthen Inn 
a large brick hotel structure, was 
blown off. It is believed 
that 
no 


prominent white people, business or 
professional men, or their 
families 


are included among the dead. Nine 
dead have thus for been removed. It 
is, impossible to learn the names or 
the exact number of lulled and in- 
jured, as the town is in a panic. The

Styles, the colored convict who mur- 
dered AV. H. Moorehead, a guard at 
the Ohio penitentiary, was executed 
soon after midnight. A special com- 
mission appointed by the governor to 
examine into the mental condition of 
Styles reported to the governor that 
the prisoner was a degenerate of the 
lowest type, but mentally responsible. 
After this report the governor de- 
clined to Interfere in the execution of 
the death sentence. 
Attorneys for 


Styles never carried the case beyond 
the common pleas court in which the 
condemned man was convicted. Styles 
was the first person to suffer capital 
punishment in Ohio in many*years 
without having his caca carefully re- 
viewed by the higher courts. 
Styles 


was also the largest man ever ex- 
ecuted in the electric chair. He was 
6 feet 3 inches tall and weighed 220 
pounds. He was serving a sentence 
of 12 years for shooting John Berry 
in a Columbus saloon. He killed 
Moorehead with an iron rod while try- 
ing to escape from the penitentiary.

The bond issue plan suggested by

Funston Will

Secretary Taft. 


Army's Watchword. 


Washington, Sept. 21. — General 


Frederick Funston. in obedience to or- 
ders from Secretary Taft, arrived here 
on his way to Cuba. 
No additional 


orders have been issued 
regarding 


General Funston since the first order 
calling him here, and he will proceed 
to Cuba with- as much expedition as 
possible. 
It was found that he could 


not leave Tampa until Sunday night, 
and so he delayer] his departure from 
this city until Saturday. General Ftm- 
ston says that, further than his orders 
from the secretary, he knows nothing 
of the duty for •which he is destined. 


Preparation is the watchword of 


the army. Not only have complete 
plans been prepared, but every depart- 
ment has made arrangements to meet 
the emergency of intervention if it 
should occur. General Crozier, chief 
of the bureau of ordnance, is at the 
Rock Island-arsenal in Illinois, and a. 
few days ago he visited the Frankford 
arsenal at Philadelphia. 


As a result, considerable activity 


was displayed in getting ammunition 
for small arms and light field guns 
ready for movement in case orders for 
such action are issued. The ordnance 
bureau has on hand a supply to equip 
a small army," but not enough for a 
large army, and it is supposed that 
General Crozier's visit is with a view 
to supplying the deficiency. 


It is stated in other bureaus of the
